Gen. Primo de Rivera, who is 
59 years old, has been at the head 
of a civil Cabinet of Ministers 
since Dec. 3, 1925, when, with the 
consent of the King, the mliitary 
directorate was dissolved aftertwo 
years of somewhat troubled exist- 
ence, 

The object of the civil Cabinet, 
which replaced a Cabinet of high 
military officers, was to promote 
economic and social reforms, 

The change did not bring about 
complete or immediate restoration 
of previous constitutional guaran- 
tees. In Rivera’s own words it 
proposed “the substitution for the 
military dictatorship of «a civilian 
and economic dictatorship with a 
more suitable, but not less vigor- 
ous, Organization.” Ministerial de- 
crees had the force of law. 

The dictator was recently re- 
ported to have desired continua- 
tion of his rule until 1931, in which 
time he believed he could cure na- 
tional ills. He expressed himself 
as ready to resign office then. 

Recent troubles among officers 
of the Spanish artillery corps and 
agitation by students of Madrid 
University gave a certain emphasis 
to continued reports that all was 
not well between King Alfonso_and 
the chief of his Ministers. 

Abortive revolts, centering most- 
ly in Catalonia and _ Barcelona, 
have marked the years of his dic- 
tatorship. 

Constantly growing unrest under 
his rule has been reported this 
year with unusual persistence. 

Many high officers of the artil- 
lery and other army corps, as well 
as prominent ex-Ministers and po- 
litical leaders, are at present im- 
prisoned in various parts of Spain

MOUNT GRETNA, Pa., March 
25.—A Mahoney-Ryan monoplane, 
which left its home field at St. 
Louis on March 16, crashed near 
here today, killing John L, Cam- 
pion, pilot and Eastern represen- 
tative of the Mahoney-Ryan com- 
pany, and three passengers. 

Dispatches from Columbus, C., 
stuted that Campion left Norton 
Field there this morning, bound 


for New York with three passen- 
gers, named as Harold Gloyd, 21 
years old; Paul Wager, 22, Worth- 
ington, O., and Charles Stewart, 
Columbus. 

Campion, a former, flying buddy 
of Col. Charles A, Lindbergh and 
a former pilot for Fred Stone, the 
noted comedian, lived at Clayton, 
a suburb of St. Louis. 

Wing Torn Off by Tree. 

The accident occurred in &@ 
wooded section adjoining the Na- 
tional Guard Reservation at Cole- 
brook near here. Eye witnesses 
reported that the ship was flying 
low in a northerly direction over 
a wooded hill, in mist and fog, 
when a wing struck a tree and was 
torn off. The ship started up- 
ward, then turned over, crashing 
to earth against a tree stump. 

The machine, a silver and blue 
monoplane, was wrecked and the 
bodies of the four men were 
mangled. It was surmised Cam- 
pion had lost his way and was fly- 
ing low in an effort to find the 
National Guard Reservation in the 
fog. 

The accident was witnessed by 
Charles Schreadley, an employe at 
the military reservation, and Mrs, 
Emmanuel Keener of Colebrook. 
They called Maj. W. L. Hicks, in 
charge of the reservation, who no-

Was a continuous and hot pursuit 
of the ‘I’m Alone’ from the time 
was first sighted and refused 
boarding, this being precisely in ac- 
cord with the well-known doc- 
trine of International law which 
authorizes continuous pursuit of a 
vessel that has violated the law 
within waters over which the Unit- 
ed States has jurisdiction. 

“The ‘I’m Alone’ refused to 
heave to. The Captain was armed 
and his actions and words were 
threatening. Capt. Gamble reports 
that the action by the Coast Guard 
was proper and commendable.”

known in Italy. They were wel- 
comed at the polling places by the 
election officials and were greeted 
by cheers from the crowds. 

Premier Mussolini reported the 
results of the plebiscite to King 
Victor Emmanuel this morning. 
In an interview with the Premier. 
the King indicated his pleasure and 
congratulated him on the victory, 
being particularly pleased with the 
news from the restored provinces, 
notably at Zara, where the list was 
approved without a single negative 
vote. 


MICHIGAN WOMAN SEEKS 
TO SET ASIDE DIVORCE 


Mrs. Louise L. Smith Declares Hus- 
band lstablished “Fraudulent 
Residence” in St. Louis, 

Mra. Louise L. Smith of Fern- 
dale, Mich., filed suit in Court of 
Domestic Relations today to set 
aside a divorce decree obtained by 
her husband, Charles L. Smith, an 
engineer, 6185 Kingsbury avenue, 
Feb. 21. Smith obtained the di- 
vorce by default on an order of 
publication. He charged general in- 
dignities and stated he did 
know where his wife was. 

In her suit, Mrs. Smith alleges 
her husband came to St. Louis 
from Ferndale in December, 1927, 
for the purpose of “establishing a 
fraudulent residence here,” and 
that his legal residence is still in 
Michigan.

~—hags made modern surgery pos- 
sible. 

In 1867 the modern science of 
diseases of the eye was founded 
by Helmholtz. The founder of the 
science of ophthalmology or dis- 
eases of the eye, Von Graefe, did 
his best work from 1865 to 15870. 
He was only 42 years old when 
he died. 

In 1875 meat inspection became 
compulsory in Germany—one of 
the first steps in public preventive 
medicine. 

In 1876 Dettweiler established 
the first sanitarium for the treat- 
ment of consumption.

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LANS for early seed sowing fol- 
p low close upon the sending 

away of thé annual seed order. 
The greatest waste in gardening is 
‘in seed sowing and in the death of 
the tiny plants after the seed has 
germinated. Plan this year to save 
the' lives of the tiny plants and to 
get full germinating value from 
the seed. 

Make the soil for the seed boxes 
for early sowing fine and porous. 
Ruh it through a sieve to get it 
fine and add a littie silver or torpe- 
do sand to make it poruus. Caked 
and cracking soil due to the fact 
that it is of too close texture gives 
a lot of trouble in seed boxes. Be 
sure to have plenty of holes for 
drainage in the box. Cover them 
with pieces of broken flower pots 
or tableware. Above this put a lay- 
er or about half an inch at least 
of coarse material, small stones are 
excellent. Over this put fine soil 
to a depth of two inches and an 
ideal seed box is ready. 

Moisten the soil,and let it drain 
before sowing the seed. Sow in 
rows in the box and sow thinly. 
Thick and broadcast sowing means 
the death of a large percentage of 
the seedlings, It encourages that 
scourge of seedling raising, damp- 
ing, a fungus that kills many tiny 
plants. Sown in rows the task of 
transplanting is made easier. Half 
an inch apart is as close as the 
rows should be sown. An inch is 
even better. 

The average packet of fine seed 
if given a fair chance, will produce 
more than enough plants for the 
average garden. Coarser seeds will 
not have so many ina packet. Veg- 
etable seeds are more liberal in 
this respect than flower seeds. A 
packet of lettuce will give enough 
for two plantings for a small gar- 
den, especially of the head varie- 
ties which need transplanting 
early. 

Have glass ready to cover the 
seed boxes and do not keep the at- 
mosphere under the glass too close.

for Everybody

MAGINE so delicate and accu- 
| rate a thermometer that it can | 
measure the heat of moonlight! 

Such an instrument has been in- 
vented, and through it we have 
come to know to a precise degree, 
how hot the sunshine on the moon 
is, and how cool its shadows are. 
Whenever it is noon on the moon, 
it ig hotter than boiling water, and 
the mountains and valleys of the 
moon smolder under the full fiery 
rays of the sun. 

Whenever a shadow is cast on the 
moon, as it is during an eclipse 
when the earth gets between the 
sun and it, the temperature drops 
so low that alcohol would freeze 
solid. Presto! From 200 degrees 
above zero it drops to 200 degrees 
below. Then, when the shadow has 
passed, up goes the temperature 
once more. 

For the moon doesn't retain any 
heat, as the earth does, Our sum- 
mer evenings are comparatively 
comfortable because we store up 
the heat of the day. But the moon 
throws the sun’s heat bounding 
back again into space, like a mir- 
ror reflects the light, and its nights 
are bitter cold. 

Although this delicate device has 
measured the very small amount of 
heat 1... moonlight, we still have not 
measured the cold of nights on the 
moon, But we know it is the fate 
of the moon to freeze solidly every 
night in the deadliest cold imagina- 
ble, and acientists believe that these 
nights are probably the lowest pos- 
sible temperature which has ever 
been measured—about 458 degrees 
below zero.
